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COMPLEX IN TOKYO, FINANCED BY UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE 
FUNDS. 

5. RECOMMEND CODEL DISCUSS JAPANESE INVESTMENT IN US 
WITH: 


1 . OFFICIALS OF NISSAN MOTOR COMPANY AND 

2. NOMURA RESEARCH INSTITUTE DIRECTOR TOKUYAMA. IF 
TIME PERMITS, WE CAN ALSO ATTEMPT ARRANGE CALLS ON 
IWASA AND MORITA, WHO WILL, OF COURSE, BE INVITED TO 
DCM'S RECEPTION. 

6. IN AGRICULTURAL FIELD, SUGGEST MEETING WITH LDP 
FARM BLOC REPRESENTATIVES, TO BE ARRANGED BY LDP 
RESEARCH BUREAU DIRECTOR BUNSEI SATO (WHO REPRESENTS 
LARGELY AGRICULTURAL CONSTITUENCY IN). ALSO 
RECOMMEND BRIEFING BY AGATT AND STAFF, FOLLOWED BY MEETINGS 
WITH USDA COOPERATOR ORGANIZATIONS, AS WELL AS REPRESENTATIVES 
OF INDIVIDUAL FIRMS MENTIONED REFTEL. ALSO RECOMMEND 
CALL ON VICE MINISTER OF AGRICULTURE AND MEETINGS WITH 
JAPANESE AGRICULTURAL ASSOCIATIONS SUCH AS ZENNO.
